After ex ercise of any kind never 
ride in an open carriag e or near the 
window of a car for a uu m nt; it is 
dang erous to health, or even life. 
Merely warm the back by the fire, 
and never continue k* eping the back 
ex posed to heat alter it has become 
comfoitably warm. 
To do so is de­ 
bilitating . 
When h» arse speak as little as pos­ 
sible until the hoarseness is recovered 
from, els*- the voice may be perma­ 
nently lost or difficulties of the throat 
be produced. 
When g oing from a warm aim os 
phere into a cooler one keep the mouth 
closed, so that the air may be warmed 
in its passag e throug h the nose ere it 
reaches the lung s. 
Never stand still in cold weather 
especially after having taken a si g ht 
decree of ex ercise, end alway s avoid 
standing on ice or suow, or where tht 
peison is ex posed to the cold wind. 
Keep the back, especially betweet 
the shoulder-blades, well cover® i; alsc 
the chest well protected.

Elizabeth, however, soon left him, and, 
after wandering over < bio and Indiana, 
she went to Chicago, where she married in 
1844. 
Her husband and children died, 
and in 1881 she too passed away, leaving 
property by will, it L said, to one Betty 
Kilroy, a white girl, who had been her 
companion for some years. 
But It seems that . a hh Washington, 
after the death of his wife Liza, married 
again and ha I several children.

C onsiderable com m o tio n h a s been 
created in insurance circles by th e 
recent decision of th e Maine suprem e 
co u rt in th e case of McGlinchy vs. th e 
Fidelity

C om pany. 
T h e facts in t he case are these: While 
a person insured under a n accident 
noiicy was driving on a public street, 
Lis horse shied a t a load of leather 
an d ran a s h o rt d istan ce w ith o u t u p ­ 
setting the carriage o r com ing in con­ 
ta c t w ith an y th in g before he 
was 
b rought under co n tro l by th e driver. 
B ut the driver was a p p a re n tly en­ 
dangered a t the time, an d suffered so 
severely, either from fright o r from 
some s tra in caused by his physical 
exertions in restraining th e 
horse, 
t h a t he died within a n hour, a p p a r ­ 
ently from h e a rt disease, no m a rk of 
ex tern al violence 
being visible. 
It 
w as held by th e co u rt, “ t h a t t h e d e a t h 
m a y be considered a s having ensued 
from bodily injuries effected through 
ex tern al 
violent 
a n d 
ac cid tn ta l 
m eans. T h e clause in th e policy which 
provides t h a t th e insurance shall n o t 
extend to a n y bodily injury of which

stage, while the seats on the left were 
occupied by Profs. Wilson and Gould 
and members of the Board of Educa­ 
tion. The exercises were opened with 
an overture by the orchestra, after 
which Rev. Bergstrom delivered a 
short prayer. 
Next on the program 
was a chorus by the school, which 
certainly showed careful training at 
the hands of Mr. H. C. Craig, who 
had charge of the musical exercises 
and wielded the baton on this occa­ 
sion. Miss Emily Walters then ad­ 
vanced to the front of tho stage, and 
in a low but perfectly distinct tone of 
voice read the following salutatory: 
Honored and respected citizens as­ 
sembled here to witnesss the second 
annual commencement of the Brain­ 
erd High School, we welcome you. 
Gentlemen, who, as representat ives 
of our commonwealth, have gathered 
here to witness the closing scenes of 
the school year; we salute you. 
In 
numbers we exceed any previous class. 
and we hope you welcome our advent 
into the busy world, to work and labor 
for a place among our fellowmen. 
You have generously considered all 
matters pertaining to our welfare, and 
to-night, your presence gives us a 
still greater assurance of your active 
interest and sincere svmpathy in our 
efforts. 
Kind and generous teachers, who 
have so earnestly labored to bring 
about this happy scene, we thank you 
for your cheerful presence. 
Y’ou have helped us in the struggle 
for an education; have taught us the 
way to live successful lives, and have 
added yet another pleasure to our 
lots by so willingly postponing your 
search for rest and quiet that you 
may be with us this evening. Though 
these scenes will soon pass, and leave 
us on the threshold of a new exis 
tence, yet we will over remember, 
ever recall, our school-days and our 
associations, as pupils and teachers. 
with loving regrets that they could 
not last the longer. 
Fellow-students, tarrying from th 
journey that will bear you to your 
omes, ’tis with mingled joy and sym­ 
pathy we greet you. 
You are about 
to take up the burdens which we have 
laid down, and we hoi** this night 
will be a beacon light luring you on 
and on, ‘till one year from now this 
lall may witness another closing 
scene of another graduating class. 
Trustees, 
teachers, 
companias 
friends, again we greet yon with i 
aeartv welcome. Be assured, we are 
lonored and gratified by your pres 
once; you have acknowledg'ed our sue 
cess in a way most encouraging and 
inspiring to us, and in behalf of the 
class of ’88, I thank you—thank you 
—take your hand in ours and crown 
you with our welcome as with flowers. 


At the conclusion of the salutatory 
Miss Walters read an essay entithsl, 
“The House tliat Jack Built,” in 
which she used this favorite old nurs­ 
ery rhyme as a simile to show the 
progress of the American states from 
infancy to their present greatness. 
The essay was well written and was a 
production that would be an honor 
to one of more mature years, and at 
its conclusion was enthusiastically ap­ 
plauded. 
“Alpha and Omega,” un 
essay by Miss Genevieve Paine, was 
the next on the programme. 
The 
speaker reviewed some of the princi­ 
pal events in the world’s history 
whose beginnings we have seen, but 
of whose end man knoweth not Miss 
’aine read her essay in a clear dis­ 
tinct tone that could be easily heard 
in all parts of the house, and merit'd 
the applause that greeted her at the 
close. Miss Geneva Welch next read 
an essay entitled “Influence,” in 
which she forciby showed, by citing 
examples from history, how each in­ 
dividual exerts an influence over the 
ives and actions of others, and urged 
each and every one to see that the 
influence exerted by them is for the 
right. 
Weed Steel, the only gentle­ 
man in the class of ’88, then stepped 
forward, and in a manner indicating 
the depth of his convictions on the 
the subject, .proceeded to make it un­ 
comfortable5 for those present holding 
ree trade ideas, by showing the mar­ 
velous and; unparalleled growth of 
this nation Jo wealth and power as a 
result of thjp protective tariff. 
The 
enthusiastic applause that greeted 
lim at the donclusion of his oration, 
not only showed the appreciation of 
the audience for the speaker’s ora­ 
torical powers, but indicated that the 
sentiment* uttered struck a responsive 
chord in the minds of a large majority 
of those present. 
The audience then 
had the pleasure of listening to a 
duet by Messrs. Alderman and YY il- 
son, after which Miss May Gleason iii 
low but perfectly distinct tone of 
voice read an essay entitled “Litera­ 
ture’s Debt to Adversity.” She show­ 
ed beyond a doubt, by citing numer­ 
ous examples-among the world’s no­ 
table poets and prose writers, that 
the finest poetical and literary gems 
were only made possible by adversity, 
the production of “Paradise Lost ’ by 
tho old blind poet while in prison be­ 
ing the most notable example. 
I he 
essay showed careful study and prep­ 
aration, and was delivered in a man­ 
ner that won the admiration of the 
audience. “The Emerald Isle,” by 
Miss Emily Murphy, was a review of 
the struggle of the Irish people for 
seven hundred years for liberty and 
the right to govern themselves. She 
paid a glowing tribute to the Grand 
Old Man, whose action in champion­ 
ing the cause of Ireland, she asserted, 
virtually ended the the struggle, as 
louie rule is now a matter of a few 
months’ time. Her essay was well 
written and deserved the applause 
it received. Miss Amy Lowey fol­ 
lowed by reading an essay in which 
she showed that greatness in an in­ 
dividual or a nation can only be at­ 
tained by steady growth, taking the 
French "and German peoples as an 
example. While the Germans both 


as individuals and as a nation were 
content with a steady growth, the 
result being the gradual develop­ 
ment of tho most powerful nation 
of modem times, tho impetuous and 
too ambitious French have had their 
ups and downs, now being all pow­ 
erful, as under Napoleon, and then 
lying low and prostrate as during 
the commune; the result tieing a nation 
divided against itself, liable to be rent 
and tom at any time by civil war. 
The essay concluded she delivered the 
following appropriate valedictory: 
Ladies and Gentlemen: Friends of 
the school, who have so cheerfully 
given us your presence to-night, we 
extend to you our sincere thanks and 
appreciation. We feel that your kind 
wishes und material aid have made 
us early understand that school life 
is not a mere pastime, but has a no­ 
bler purpose in view, that of prepara 
tion, to enable irs to hold our own on 
the battle plain of life. 
To-night we meet our last as the 
“class or ’88,” arid ’tis with feelings 
of sadness we review our school days 
and bid adieu to past associations. 
To you we wish to sjieak our grati­ 
tude for the excellent schools you so 
willingly support. To you we return 
our thanks for the liberal advantages 
we have here enjoyed. 
To the Board of Education, as the 
representatives 
of 
our 
citizens 
we feel indebted to your untiring 
zeal iii securing able instructors. Each 
day, we have been reminded of your 
wisdom and generosity, in supplying 
us with ample material for instruction 
in each branch of study. 
You have 
anticipated our every need. We can 
only say thank you, but we trust our 
wor<Ls and deeds may ever attest our 
gratitude, and that our class may be 
an honor to your school. 
Teachers: As we speak the name 
a tender chord throbs; a j>ent-up sigh 
breaks the smooth surface. While we 
have watched and waited for this 
night; while we have dreamed of it 
as a consummation of a long .struggle, 
we have not forgotten that with our 
pleasure would be fraught some pain— 
pain keener than a mere parting. We 
meet no mon* in the relation of teach­ 
er and pupil, but we trust that the 
truths you have labored so diligently 
to teach us, will not Is4 forgotten 
when we go into the world to prove 
them for ourselves. 
The debt of 
gratitude we owe you is greater than 
we can pay, but somewhere we will 
seek to follow your example, giving 
our I jest to others as you have given 
to as. With thankfulness for your 
benefits to as; with sympathy and 
good will for your future work, we* 
bid you farewell. 
Classmates: Tie* end has brought 
its reward; but in order that a lire 
may burn it mast lie fed: so in order 
that the knowledge which we have 
received may not smolder and die out, 
we must lose no opportunity of fan­ 
ning the flame and replenishing the 
fuel. Whatever we may chose as our 
life work, we mast earnestly endeav­ 
or to extend that education which has 
been so cheerfully given us. 
To­ 
night we go forth from the pleasant 
paths of school life, to take our places 
in tin4 broad fields of the world’s ac­ 
tivities. Tho sterner duties of prac­ 
tical life will soon efface from our 
hearts the sentiments that move us 
to-night, still “in the ear of memory' 
sounding, they shall ever be our own.” 
Our future life will Ik* as we make it. 
We may not attain to high }>osition. 
fame or honor, but we may acquit 
ourselves as true men and women, 
always striving to prove ourselves 
worthy the teaching and influence 
here received; worthy tin* success we 
hope for in the future. 
“Let us do noble deeds, not dream 
them all day long. 
Then shall we 
make life. death and that vast forever, 
one grand, sweet song.” 
Prof. Gould then advanced and 
made a neat and appropriate speech 
to the class, urging them to ase th 
education that had so generously been 
provided them, for the benefit of oth­ 
ers, claiming that it would be wrong. 
if not actually criminal, to do other­ 
wise. Prof. Wilson then addressed 
the class as follows: 
Class of 1888: You stand to-night 
upon a new’ elevation. 
You find 
yourselves in a jiosition which, in 
many resjtects, is higher than any 
previous position you may have at­ 
taint'd. It is fitting that you should 
be urged to scan tilt4 horizon from 
this new point of view to look back 
over the past; to look at the scenes 
on either side and to peer into the 
mists which obscure your path in the 
future. Many doting prophecies may 
have filled your head with visions of 
glory. 
These are pleasing to the 
view, and innocent if you understand 
them to be simply mirages, and do 
not i>emiit them to lead you from the 
path of duty into deserts of doubt, 
pride and slothfulness, whither so 
many have been lured by them only 
to be lost. 
Not that you may sit on 
the right hand or left seat of honor, 
but that you may better bear tho bap­ 
tism of toil and suffering is the pur­ 
pose of education and culture. 
You 
may be told that you have acquired 
an education, which is about as true 
as that you have finished your expe­ 
rience, or that you have acquired life. 
But so much education as you have 
acquired has been at such cost, that 
to use it wrong would be criminal. It 
has cost your parents money, toil and 
P 
self denial to keep you in school. The 
city has expended largo sums to give 
you the opportunity of standing here 
and graduate to-night. 
It has cost 
you much time and labor, yet these 
are the least items of your expense. 
The exacting necessities of your in­ 
tellectual training has compelled the 
neglect of other culture some of it 
even more important than that which 
,’ou have received. To train the aul­ 
ete for his profession requires that 
he not only neglects his intellectual 
culture, blit even the dwarfing of in­ 
tellectual faculties. In some famous 
specimens of physical development 
the mental faculties have been almost 
obliterated. 
Intellectual 
develop­ 
ment is subject to the same law of 
growth. You may find you have an 
intellectual Jonah’s gourd. 
There 
may be a worm gnawing at the root 
of the physicial or iii the heart of 
your moral nature, or in the foliage 
of the ascetical or the flower of the 
spiritual. 
Although your present 
elevation is not an exceeding high 
mountain, it will seem to you much 
higher than it is, and from it the dev­ 
il will manage to show you some lit­ 
tle kingdom of the world, some cov­ 
eted possession of wealth or honor, 
and offer it to you if you will do the 
devil’s work to get it, and he will 
carry out his bargain in good faith. 
Many a person is in possession of 
honor or wealth because he saw from 
the hill of superiority the glory of it 
and worshiped satan to get it. 
You 
can not escape this temptation, and 
yon will do well to seek help from 
One who is able to deliver you from 
the power of the evil one. 
Do not 
fall Into the idea that your education 
is solely your own to be used for your 
own gratification. 
It is yours to use 
for the good of humanity, and may 
you be able to so use it is the wish of 
us all. 
At the conclusion of this brief ad­ 
dress he presented each of tho grad­
